\ SANTASFE, N. M. (BP)--The South. 
ern Baptist Sunday School Board has 
filed a complaint against the tax as. 
sessor, the Board of Commissions and 
the treasurer of Santa Fe County, fol- 
jowing-the placement of Glorieta Bap- 
tist Assembly -on the county assess- 
ment list at a value of ten million dol- 


~ lars.“ 


_ The complaint, filed in’ the district 
court in Santa Fe County, calls for a 
judgment acknowledging that the as. 


sembly property and all its buildings 


are Southern Baptist church property 
used for religious, charitable and edu- 
cational: purposes and thus exempt 
from taxation under the New Mexico 
Constitution. 

The board is also asking for an in- 
junction against the collection of any 
tax on the Glorieta property or the 
listing of the property on the Santa Fe 
County tax rolls pending the final out- 
come of the litigation. 

Further, a permanent injunction is 
requested restraining the County 
from assessing the property or col- 
lecting or attempting to collect any 
real property tax as long as the prop- 
erty is owned and possessed by the 
Sunday School Board, and continues 
to be used for religious, charitable 
and educational purposes. — 

The board’s complaint states that 
the “valuation of ten- million dollars 
was done without any appraisal and 
is completely arbitrary and void as a 
™atter of law.” 

The assessment is termed-‘‘discrim- 
inatory because’ similar educational 

‘and religious institutionally owned 
and used property within the state of 
New Mexico and within the County. of 
Santa Fe is not subject to taxation 
and said taxation and assessment for 


taxation is contrary not only to laws, 
Cdhstitution of the State of New Mex- 
ico, but alse the Constitution of the 


United States. 


In commenting on the suit, James 
L. Sullivan, executive secretary-treas- 


* urer of the Sunday School Board, stat- 


ed: 
“We regrét the necessity for this 
action, but have no alternative in view 
of our charter purposes and the laws 
as we understand them. In all of our 
operations throughout this country, we 
Pay full taxes, without protest, on ev- 
ery piece of property that is nonre- 
lated to our specific religious respon- 
sibilities.” 

“But we feel that the law clearly 
calls for exemption of that property 
which we use for religiqus, charitable 
and educational purposes. Attempts to 


tax such properties move us danger- re 


ously close to violation of sound prin- 
ciples of church-state separation.’” 

As nearly as can be determined by 
Baptist Press, this is the largest val- 
uation ever placed on Southern Bap- 
tist properties which are used specif- 
ically for religious, charitable and ed- 
ucational purposes. A valuation was 
Placed on such Sunday School Board 
properties in Nashville in 1960. 

This valuation, according to Sulli- 
ah, was more than the actual cost of 
the properties involved. This taxation 
attempt-en-property used for religious 
purposes was challenged by the board 
and finally taken to the Supreme 
Court of the State of Tennessee.

Professors’ Book Resolution Protested

Editorials and __letters-to-the-editor 
in nearly a dozen Baptist state pa- 
pers have registered strong protests 
against a resolution adopted by the 
Association of :Baptist Professors of 
Religion which criticized the adver- 
tising campaign for Southern Baptist 
Convention President W. A. Criswell’s 
new book, Why I Preach That The 
Bible ts Literaily True. 

Most of the letters and editorials 
strongly support Criswell and con- 
demn the professorg. One such edi- 
torial calls for investigations by the 
boards of trustees for some Baptist 
schools on what their professors are 
teaching aboyt the Bible. 

If the editorials and letters are any 
indication, the issue may have shifted 


from the publicity surrounding the 
books, to the issue of the theological 
views of the professors who protested 
the; advertising campaign. 

{ all started when the association, 
composed mainly of Baptist religion 


Criswell’s book “clearly suggests that 
the position espoused in this book is 
the official position of the Sunday 
School Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention.” 

The resolution further stated that 
any action by a denominational agen- 
cy which gives or appears to give de- 
nominational sanction to a denial of 
the historical-critical approach to Bi- 
blical interpretation “inevitably un- 
dermines the work of biblical teach- 


ers and alienates students from both 
the denomination and the Bible it- 
self.” 

The executive secretary of the Sun- 
day School Board, James L. Sullivan 
of Nashville, denied the charge in the 
resolution, saying that ‘“‘books pub- 
lished by the Sunday School Board do 
not necessarily reflect an ‘official po- 
sition’ of the board. 

“The official position of the board,” 
said Sullivan, ‘is to publish, through 
Broadman Press, books of differing 
points of view so long as they con- 
tribute to the objectives of undergird- 
ing Christian faith and contributing to 
the Christian growth and development 
of those who read them.” 

Sullivan said that the board has re- 
ceived an unusually heavy volume of 
mail on the matter, adding that it has

Young J ourneymen Want Involvement 


“I want to use my life for some- 
thing worthwile, to make it count for 
something,’ says a 21-year-old col- 
lege senior, whose words are typical 
of the 16 young men and women in- 
vited to train as missionary journey- 
men by the Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board. They were employed 
April 10,--pending~successful-comple- 
tion of eight weeks of summer train- 
ing. ; 


They are college graduates or 
candidates for graduation, under 27 
years of age, who will use their skills 
in working alongside career mission- 
aries overseas for two years. 


A co-ed who will teach the children 
. Of missionaries and serve as librarian 
in a Baptist theological seminary in 
Malaysia, says: ‘‘Now that I am about 
to finish college, there is-so much 
that TF want to share. That's why I 
want to be a journeyman—to share; to 
give—because God continues ‘every 
day to give to me.” 


Following their training and com- 
missioning as journeymen the young 
people will tackle a variety of about 
20 jobs in 31 countries. Nearly half of 
them are assigned to teach, in Bap- 
tist schools for nationals or in schools 
for missionaries’ children. Seven 
nurses, two medical technologists, 
and a physical therapist will join the 
‘staffs of Baptist medical facilities in 
several countries. 


Youth and student work leaders, 
secretaries, journalists, social work- 
ers, a radio and television technician, 
a literacy counselor, and a publica- 
tion assistant will fill most of the oth- 
er job openings. 


In giving reasons for seeking 
journeyman assignments most of the 


youths project a mixture of idealism 
and desire +o broaden mental 
horizons. As“a 26-year-old college sci- 
ence teacher puts it, ‘I applied be- 
saues I think God aan wea. ny. syien 


to help others, but I also am interest- 
ed in travel and in other people, their 
languages and cultures.” 


The young Baptists come from 20 
states. Eleven are ministers’ children, 
and all indicate that Christian nurture 
in their homes and churches has been 
important in molding their personali- 
ties. Forty-five percent have had ex- 
perience as summer ‘missionaries, 
some of them overseas but most in 
the States. About half have attended 
Southern Baptist-related colleges. 


The Missionary Journeyman Pro- 
gram is entering its fifth year of giv- 
ing Baptist youths opportunities to ap- 
ply their talents and faith in challeng- 
ing situations. Annual enlistment in 
the program has grown steadily from 
46 in 1965 to the current 76. 


Rev. Robert W. Fields, Southern 
Baptist missionary to Israel, will di- 
rect journeyman training this sum- 
mer. Appointed by the Foreign Mis- 
sion Board in 1962, Mr. and Mrs. 
Fields returned to the States last year 
for their first furlough, and he has 
since worked with the Board's depart- 
ment for missionary personnel as a 
special representative for the Mid- 
west. 


Training will begin June ‘14 at Vir- 
ginia Intermont College, Bristol. The 
rigorous curriculum will include jan- 
guages, histories, and cultural fact- 
ors of the countries to which the 
journeymen will go, plus Christian 
doctrine,: Bible, missions, evangelism, 
training in special skills, health and 
Personal mn and ones 
education. 


When training is cual the 
journeymen will be commissioned in

on August 7. They will leave soon 
thereafter for their overseas posts.

An extensive survey of high school 
students, including some from every 
state in our nation, revealed that pres- 
sure from the crowd is the largest de- 
terminant in the behavior of a large 
segment of young pe@ple. For 
instance, only 11 per cent approved so- 
cial drinking; yet, according to their 
own-replies—in—the- ire, 37 
per cent‘admitted to drinking socially 
—26 per cent doing it not because 
they approved it but because of the 
impression that they would be more 
acceptable to ‘‘the crowd.” 

’ The summary of. this aspect of the 

-survey said, in essence, that many 
young people -will disregard teaching 
of their parents, violate codes of their 
churches, and disobey laws of their 
society in preference to disapproval 
from \their peers. 

On the other hand, according to the 
survey, there are some young people 
who have the-courage to resist the 
wrongs of their day, standing tall in 
the crowd, secrétly admired by their 
less-courageous friends. In short, 
these latter ones have rejected con- 
formity to worldliness because of their 
commitment to God-approved princi- 
_ples. P 

Proven Wrong 

Although ‘‘the crowd’” is not always 
wrong, history proves rather striking- 
ly that it has been wrong _— so very 
wrong in many crucial hours. “The 
crowd thought Columbus, Florence 
Nightingale, Galileo, Martin. Luther 
and many other people who dared to 
be different in thought and action from 
the majority of people of their day to 
be odd, strong-headed, and wrong.

These verses set forth supremely 
important religious concepts: (1) God 
is one — not many gods, but one 
Lord. This is the basis of monothe- 
ism. (2) We are to love God with un- 
divided affection and allegiance. This 
is the “great commandment.” (3) We 


are to take God’s commandments — 


seriously; we are to live by them. 
(4) Parents are to teach their child- 
ren faithfully, ahd the family is to be 
the setting and medium of religious 
nurture. : 

Let us now consider these verses in 
relation to the authority of the Bible. 
We have in the Bible the record of 
God’s commandments. All the com- 
mandments and ordinances and pre- 
cepts are to be understood in the light 
of the example and teaching of Jesus. 
Thus the Bible becomes God's im- 
perative mandate for morality, for 


relations. We are to consider serious- 
ly the commandments of God, to dis- 
cuss them in our homes, 
them to our children, to bind them to 
our hearts, to live by them, and to 
witness to them. And as the founda- 
tion and motivation for such faithful- 
ness and obedience, we are to love 
God ‘supremely. He is Lord. 
The Word of Eyewitnesses (2 Peter 
4:416-19) ne ' 
We may appropriately consider this 
passage next. The supreme confirma- 
tion and the full meaning of the Old 
Testament revelation was found in 
the coming of Jesus. He did not can- 
cel or abrogate the Law and the 
Prophets; he fulfilled and interpreted 
and demonstrated their meaning. He 
used the Old Testament Scriptures to 
interpret himself and his mission.

The truth about Jesus is set forth in 
the New Testament by those who 
were eyewitnesses to him and the 
revelation events of his life. Péter 
declare that he and others witnessed 
the transfiguration of Jesus “in the 
holy mount’’ and heard the voice of 
the Father commending his beloved - 
Son. This emphasizes the fact th a-t 
the apostolic witness which we have 
in the New Testament is not based on 
myth and fable: but on fact and real- 
ity. 


Here, then, is the highest level of 
the authority of the Bible: God spoke 
through his Son, and the\record of 
this revelation is written in the New 
Testament. The authority of the New 
Testament rests on the authority of 
the lordship of Jesus Christ; and we 
discover the meaning of his lordship 
through ‘the teachings of the New 
Testament under the guidance of his 
ever living Spirit.

16:25-27) 


This closing doxology of Paul's let- 
ter to the Romans has important irh- 
plications relative*to the authority of 
the Bible, Praise is to be given to God 
for the strength he gives to live the 
Christian life and to understand the 
méaning of Christian faith. God's pur- 
pose of redemption is to be made 
known to all nations. This eternal pur- 
pose of God, made clear and fully ac- 
complished in ithe saving work of 
Christ, is the message of the gospel.
